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This moſt excellent Prince thus ſtated and filed, 
takes tt for a high honour and great drgnitie unto 
hinſelfe to be created Prince of Wales:and they- 
fore all we of this Principalitie and Ioriſdiftion, 
are the rather bound to yeeld all honour, dutic and 
ſeraice to him who hath ſo much honoured vs, and 
all Wales. 

= And therefore let none ſcorne nor contemne the po- 
wer and authoritie thereof, (his Highneſſe being 
graciouſly pleaſed to ſignifie his pleaſure to me and 
my ſaid Brethren of this Counſell) That be would 
protect and defend the ſame both by his Highneſſe 
himſelfe, and by his Princely meanes to the King 
his father. 

4nd as he is now our firſt Prince of that name, ſo 1 
hope he ſhalbe as religious, vidterious, and renow- 

ned within theſe his Maiefties Kingdoms and the 
Dominions thereof in future times , as thoſe of his 
Name hauc bene inother Kingdomes in former A- 
ges before h1m,tothe great glory of great Britaine., 

Therefore all our Prayers to God ſhalbe, that onr ſaid 
Prince may be a cout inuall comfort and Honour 10 
the King his father, our dread Sourratgue, during 
his raigue (which God long contiiins) and after-
